the CTA contracts with private security 
companies. If you need to communicate 

directly with CTA personnel: 


On each train car, 
there is a two-way 
intercom system that 
allows customers to 
talk to the rail 
operator in an 
emergency. It is 
located near one doorway of each car, next to a 
blue sign that reads Emergency Use Only. Use the 
intercom to report suspicious or unusual activity, 
or unattended items to the rail operator.

To connect between the Orange Line and Red Line 
subway trains at State/Lake, you must use a Transit 
Card, pass, or permit when you leave one station 
and enter another; however, no transfer charge or 
ride will be deducted.

Red Line trains operate at all times. 


Take Purple Line (weekday rush periods) or Red Line (all times) north to 
Howard. Yellow Line operates between Howard and Skokie weekdays about 
4:50 a.m. to 10:00 p.m. On weekends and holidays, take the #97 Skokie & 
bus between Howard and Skokie.
